Zo  the  Class  of 1953-. 

On  Wednesday,  May  6th  of  the  present  school  year,  on  important  military 
leader  visited  the  school.  He  was  Major  General  Bickford  E.  Sawyer,  U.  S.  A., 
Class  of  1913  of  The  English  High  School,  Chief  of  Finance  of  the  United  States 
Army,  in  Washington.  All  financial  transactions  of  the  United  States  Army,  in- 
volving billions  of  dollars,  must  pass  through  the  Office  of  Finance,  of  which  he 
is  Chief. 

The  Head  Master  took  pleasure  in  showing  him  around  the  building,  which 
he  had  not  visited  for  forty  years.  After  his  return  to  Washington  he  wrote  a 
letter  containing  the  following:  "The  excellent  academic  instruction  and  the 
sympathetic  and  wise  counsel  of  the  teachers  were  of  the  utmost  value  to  me 
during  the  forty  years  that  have  elapsed  since  1  graduated.  I  am  very  proud 
that  1  am  a  graduate  of  your  great  institution,  the  first  such  school  in  this  coun- 
try." 

As  the  years  of  experience  begin  and  continue,  you  will  evaluate  and  ap- 
preciate more  fully,  as  has  General  Sawyer,  the  instruction  and  the  sympathetic 
guidance  of  your  under-graduate  days. 

You  are  graduating  this  year.  Your  paths  now  are  in  the  direction  of  those 
thousands  who  have  preceded  you.  Where  they  have  gone  you  will  go.  The 
world  that  they  have  entered  you  are  now  entering.  We  are  confident  of  your 
success.   You  are  ready  for  what  is  before  you. 

I  have  sometimes  thought  of  this  school  as  a  ship  on  a  voyage  to  the  land 
of  opportunity.  The  crew  is  the  faculty,  assisted  by  the  students.  The  motive 
power  is  the  spirit  of  each  in  doing  his  daily  task.  This  ship  stops  first  at  one 
port,  then  another.  Some  leave  to  enter  one  field  of  opportunity,  some  another, 
but  the  ship  sails  on — on  to  the  land  of  opportunity,  of  achievement,  of  service. 
At  the  mast  head  are  two  flags.  Proudly  there  we  see  the  stars  and  stripes  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  Beneath  is  another  flag.  It  is  dark  blue,  and  on 
it  are  the  letters,  in  light  blue  —  "E.  H.  S." 

The  watch  word  of  those  on  board  is  "Be  Clean,  Be  Courteous,  Be  Square," 
and  their  aim  is  to  be  "Men  of  Honor  and  Achievement."  All  define  "achieve- 
ment" as  follows:  "Service  to  Mankind  is  Honor  and  Achievement." 

"From  many  lands  their  forebears  came  in  search  of  freedom. 
In  its  defense  they  fought.    Many  died. 

God  grant  that  their  sacrifices  may  make  stronger  the  bonds  that 
unite  all  mankind."

Each  year  the  great  record  of  honor  and  achievement  of  the  EngUsh  High 
School  alumni  is  augmented  by  graduates  in  every  conceivable  field.  The 
stories  of  these  men  and  how  they  rose  to  such  high  positions  in  their  "service 
to  mankind"  are  a  great  inspiration  to  present-day  graduates  and  undergradu- 
ates. Many  or  these  men  were  of  unbelievably  humble  beginnings  and  had  to 
overcome  tremendous  handicaps  to  command  the  highest  positions  in  business, 
industry,  and  the  professions.  The  following  paragraphs  will  recall  members 
of  the  alumni  whose  attainments  have  been  brought  to  our  attention  during  the 
past  year. 

On  April  11,  1953,  an  article,  entitled  "Your  Heart  is  His  Business,"  ap- 
peared in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post.  This  is  the  story  of  Doctor  Samuel  A. 
Levine,  clinical  professor  of  medicine  of  the  Harvard  University  Medical  School 
and  associate  in  coronary  research  at  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  Doc- 
tor Levine  is  today  one  of  the  world's  foremost  heart  experts.  He  is  credited 
with  being  one  of  the  first  to  identify  coronary  thrombosis  in  a  living  human  be- 
ing and  has  made  several  important  discoveries  in  the  field  of  medical  re- 
search. He  was  the  first  to  detect  the  absence  of  acid  in  the  stomachs  of  per- 
sons afflicted  with  pernicious  anemia  and  has  made  invaluable  contributions 
to  the  study  of  "thyroid  heart  disease."  The  doctor,  an  individual  of  amazing 
intellect,  was  a  freshman  at  English  High  School  when  he  was  only  twelve 
years  old  and  graduated  with  the  class  of  1906.  He  completed  four  years  of 
college  work  in  three  years  at  Harvard  College  and  was  graduated  cum  laude 
from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  at  the  age  of  twenty-three.  Samuel  Levine 
came  from  Lomza,  Poland,  to  live  with  his  family  in  a  slum  flat  in  the  North 
End  when  he  was  five  years  old.  He  worked  his  way  through  school,  selling 
newspapers,  and  won  a  scholarship  from  the  Newsboys'  Union.  In  addition  to 
this  he  received  many  honors  from  English  High  School,  including  a  Franklin 
Medal.  Before  graduating  from  medical  school  Levine  was  sleeted  to  do  re- 
search work  with  the  first  cardiograph  in  this  country  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham 
Hospital. 


Another  distinguished  alumnus,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1923  is  William 
M.  Hickey,  president  of  the  United  Corporation.  Mr.  Hickey  graduated  summa 
cum  laude  from  the  Harvard  Engineering  School  in  1927  and  was  employed  by 
Stone  and  Webester,  Inc.,  of  Boston  and  New  York  until  1930.  He  has  been 
with  the  United  Corporation  since  1943.  An  account  of  Mr.  Hickey  appears  in 
the  1953  edition  of  Who's  Who  in  America. 


This  year  the  class  of  1913  held  its  fortieth  annual  reunion,  which  was  at- 
tended by  two  distinguished  military  officers.  One  was  the  Chief  of  Finance  of 
the  United  States  Army,  Major  General  Bickford  E.  Sawyer,  who  made  the  fol- 
lowing comment  on  his  career  at  English  High  School  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Dow- 
ney. 
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"I  have  always  felt  that  the  military  instruction  I  received  while  at  the 
English  High  School  pointed  me  towards  my  military  career.  The  excel- 
lent academic  instruction  and  the  sympathetic  and  wise  council  of  the 
teachers  were  of  the  untmost  value  to  me  during  the  forty  years  that  ha  je 
elapsed  since  I  graduated." 


The  other,  who  has  remained  closely  associated  with  the  school  as  instruc- 
tor of  military  drill  for  the  past  thirty  years,  is  Col.  Joseph  McKenzie  Driscoll. 
Col.  Driscoll  returned  to  English  High  School  in  1923  as  a  lieutenant  and  veteran 
of  the  first  World  War.  He  has  remained  on  the  faculty  ever  since  except  for  a 
leave  of  absence  granted  him  during  Word  War  II.  Upon  his  retirement  this 
year,  a  scroll  bearing  the  following  inscription  was  presented  to  him  by  the 
Head  Master. 

"Colonel  Joseph  McKenzie  Driscoll,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1913,  a 
soldier  who  fought  in  defense  of  freedom  in  two  world  wars,  a  military 
leader,  who  for  thirty  years  has  been  an  inspiration  to  thousands  of  stu- 
dents of  the  English  High  School,  Boston."

The  Lieut.  (J.  G.)  Paul  Halloran  Memorial  Award  was  established  this  year 
by  Lee  Wintergrad,  a  graduate  of  this  school,  in  honor  of  his  classmate.  Both 
Halloran  and  Wintergrad  were  pilots  in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 
While  on  a  bombing  mission  they  attacked  an  enemy  ship.  Diving  downward, 
they  unloaded  their  ammunition  and  left  the  target  in  opposite  directions.  Win- 
tergrad returned  to  his  base  safely,  but  Paul  Halloran  was  never  seen  again. 
The  1953  trophy  was  awarded  to  Francis  Theodore  Spriggs. 


Again,  Gen.  Matthew  B.  Ridgwoy  deserves  recognition  here  upon  being 
appointed  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  United  States  Army.  This  is  the  highest  military 
office  other  than  that  of  Commander  in  Chief.

It's  all  over  now,  the  last  and  toughest  year.  We  saw  a  lot  of  things  in  that 
year.  We  saw  the  continuance  of  a  war  that  seemed  to  be  only  practice  for  the 
real  thing  that's  to  come,  we  watched  a  new  administration  try  to  remedy  the 
ills  of  the  country,  but  foremost  we  witnessed  the  sight  of  citizens  on  trial  at- 
tempting to  evade  punishment  by  squeezing  themselves  through  loopholes  in 
the  law  and  shielding  themselves  by  appealing  to  citizenship  rights  that  they 
don't  deserve.  This  disregard  for  American  principles  smears  the  name  of 
democracy. 

You  and  1  have  Constitutional  rights  too;  and  since  we  are  going  to  hcr.'e 
more  cause  to  use  them  now,  we  should  stop  to  think  about  their  significance. 
Most  of  us  feel  that  our  rights  are  just  something  we  received  at  birth  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course  without  any  obligation.  That's  the  way  too  many  people  feel:  that 
these  privileges  are  theirs  free  of  charge  to  disregard  or  misrepresent  as  they 
please.  If  this  idea  continues,  these  privileges  will  become  meaningless  and 
Congress  will  have  to  make  new  restrictions  on  the  rights  which  are  so  neces- 
soTy  to  freedom. 

We  can  help  to  make  sure  that  this  doesn't  happen,  for  as  we  gradually  as- 
sume the  privileges  of  adult  citizenship  we  can  make  sure  that  we  fulfill  our 
obligations  by  realizing  the  importance  and  necessity  of  fully  appreciating  and 
using  these  grants  of  liberty.  It's  up  to  us  —  to  all  high  school  graduates  to 
see  to  it  that  those  rights  remain.

It  was  just  nine  months  ago  that  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  sunburned, 
somewhat  dejected  looking  pupils  straggled  into  the  ramshackle  building  on 
Montgomery  St.  to  start  what,  they  hoped,  would  be  their  last  year  of  high 
school  education.  We  weren't  much  different  from  the  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-nine other  senior  classes  of  English  High;  we  filled  out  the  same  cards,  re- 
ceived the  same  books,  got  the  same  lockers,  and  cut  the  same  classes.

To  top  it  all  off  we  decided  to  hold  an  election 
of  our  own.  Adlai  Stevenson  was  swept  into  office  by  a  two  hundred  vote 
plurality,  making  the  Democratic  landslide  at  E.  H.  S.  complete.    We  held  cm-

other  election  that  month;  but  this  time  we  chose  the  right  president  as  Tom 
Recupero  took  the  highest  office  in  the  class.  Captain  Carey  and  the  football 
team  started  to  roll  with  opening  defeats  over  strong  opponents  and  prospects 
looked  good  for  a  great  season. 

November  come;  and  with  it,  class  rings  and  empty  wallets.  Football 
reached  its  climax  when  the  alumni  gathered  to  wish  the  team  well  on  Thanks- 
giving Eve.  But  luck  wasn't  with  us  as  we  lost  a  tough  one.  We  all  were  glad 
to  see  the  Christmas  vacation,  but  it  didn't  last  long  enough  and  we  soon  found 
ourselves  back  at  the  old  grindstone,  realizing  that  time  was  running  out  and 
that  marks  weren't  so  good. 

With  the  coming  of  winter  sports,  spirits  rose  with  the  prospects  of  new 
championships.  The  hockey  team  did  well,  for  they  finished  the  season  with 
wins  over  every  team  but  Tech.  Then  came  the  "Tech"  Tourney  and  Maiden 
Catholic  —  Well,  we  only  lost  by  one  touchdown. 

Basketball  was  even  more  promising,  for  the  team  ripped  through  the  sea- 
son with  ony  one  defeat  —  in  overtime  at  the  hands  of  Dorchester  —  to  gain  the 
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Intown  Trophy.  Hyde  Park  fell  easy  prey  and  with  them  the  City  Champion- 
ship. The  "Tech"  Tourney  was  great  and  I  think  MacGillivary's  last-second 
shot  is  still  balancing  on  the  rim  of  the  basket. 

As  March  arrived,  we  fought  our  way  through  the  college  boards  with 
little  hope  of  passing  them.  Prize  drill  went  off  like  clockwork,  but  competition 
was  keen  and  the  judges'  task  difficult.  We  took  this  opportunity  to  honor  one 
of  the  school's  best-liked  teachers.  Colonel  Joseph  McK.  Driscoll  retired  after 
many  years  as  an  instructor.  A  graduate  of  English  High  himself,  he  has  turn- 
ed in  a  record  of  service  worthy  of  public  admiration. 

Class  Day  was  "the  greatest";  Wilburt  Wilson,  a  classmate  who  distin- 
guished himself  in  the  ring,  gave  us  his  stirring  opinion  of  sportsmanship.  A 
welcome  interruption  in  the  exercises  occurred  when  John  Bitetti  introduced 
Charlie  Timilty  and  Bob  McDonough  and  their  rendition  of  "You  Belong  to  Me 
No.  2."

Suddenly  the  building  became  deserted;  everyone  was  on  "C.  P."  and  thct 
last  year  was  over  before  we  realized  it.  Now  there  were  a  few  less  than  two 
hundred  and  seventy-five  pale,  somewhat  overjoyed  graduates  striding  across 
a  platform  and  setting  out  to  make  their  mark  upon  the  world.  Let  us  hope 
that  the  English  High  School  will  be  proud  of  them.

It  is  v/ith  pride,  therefore,  that  we  of  the  Class  of  1953  enter  the  ranks  of  the 
alumni. 

As  classmates  we  shall  go  forward  together  in  the  unity  of  our  cherished 
friendships  and  in  our  loyalty  to  our  school.

The  entire  sudent  body  accepted  career  guidance  with  genuine  enthusi- 
asm and  with  definite  recognition  of  its  tremendous  value.  Many  studenis 
were  introduced  to  opportunities  which  they  never  knew  existed  while  others 
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were  able  to  better  acquaint  themselves  with  vocations  with  which  they  previ- 
ously had  been  only  remotely  familiar. 

The  meetings  of  the  nineteen  fifty  three  career  guidance  program  were  held 
twice  each  week,  on  Wednesday  and  Friday,  during  the  first  two  weeks  in 
March.  The  first  of  the  two  forty-minute  assemblies  were  devoted  to  represent- 
atives of  higher  institutions  of  learning  and  the  last  two  were  given  over  to  lec- 
turers from  various  business  and  professional  fields. 

A  meeting  of  students  interested  in  a  particular  college  usually  began  with 
a  discussion  of  college  in  general  —  the  back-ground  required  of  the  successful 
college  student,  college  life  and  advice  on  estimating  the  value  of  a  college 
education  in  one's  future.  This  discussion  was  followed  by  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  institution  being  represented.  Near  the  end  of  each  meeting  time 
was  set  aside  for  questions  from  the  students,  during  which  questions  were  an- 
swered regarding  pre-medical,  pre-dental  and  engineering  courses;  and  Army, 
Navy  and  Air  ROTC  and  Marine  training.  Meetings  of  this  type  were  conduct- 
ed by  Dr.  Eric  Cutler  of  Harvard  College;  Mr.  Ralph  Cutting  of  Tufts  College, 
School  of  Liberal  Arts;  Thomas  L.  Morison  of  Bentley;  Lt.  Lee  Harrington  of  the 
Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy;  Bruce  F.  Kingsbury  of  M.  1.  T.,  C.  N.  Meri- 
ano  of  the  New  England  College  of  Pharmacy;  and  many  others.  In  all,  eight- 
een different  higher  institutions  of  learning  were  represented. 

The  business  and  professional  men  carried  on  their  meetings  along  the 
same  general  pattern.  Each  discussed  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
his  career,  and  opportunities  for  advancement.  A  part  of  each  of  these  meet- 
ings was  also  set  aside  for  questions.  The  fifteen  business  and  professional 
fields  represented  included  newspaper  advertising,  represented  by  James  Krig- 
man  of  the  Boston  Globe;  the  oil  industry  represented  by  L.  T.  White  of  Cities 
Service  Oil  Co.;  radio  and  television  represented  by  David  M.  Cox;  medicine 
represented  by  Eli  Friedman,  M.  D.;  and  salesmanship,  represented  by  Harold 
Shapiro. 

Several  four  year  apprenticeship  courses  were  outlined  by  Charles  John- 
son of  the  General  Electric  River  Works  at  Lynn.  These  courses  allow  quali- 
fied young  men,  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  to  begin 
work  as  tool  and  die  makers,  maintainance  men,  patent  makers,  draftsmen,  or 
foundry  moulders,  while  pursuing  a  well-planned  educational  program  at  M.  I. 
T.  or  the  Lowell  Institute. 

The  need  for  career  guidance  will  continue  to  grow  with  the  increase  in 
the  student  body,  but  it  is  a  safe  prediction  that  the  new  English  High  School 
career  guidance  program  will  satisfy  that  need,  because  there  is  no  subsitute 
for  direct  information  from  men  active  in  the  various  businesses  and  profes- 
sions.

FOOTBALL 

From  the  kickoff  which  opened  our  season  to  the  last  gun  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  the  Eng- 
lish football  team  fought  all  the  way. 

There  were  cheers  from  the  English  rooting  section  as  the  team  topped  Roslindale  by  a 
score  of  6  to  0  in  the  opening  Jamboree.  A  week  later,  playing  in  mud  and  rain,  English  sent 
Groton  Prep  down  to  a  smashing  defeat  with  a  score  of  32  to  12.  The  Memorial  team  gave 
way  before  a  combination  of  Dick  Carey's  aerial  attack  and  the  ground  gaining  of  Ron  Hadge 
and  John  Burke,  and  lost  30  to  6. 

The  Technical  eleven  took  a  40  to  20  trouncing  at  the  hands  of  the  Blue  and  Blue;  and  a 
week  later,  a  similar  performance  was  repeated  against  Commerce.  Commerce  scored  an 
early  first  period  touchdown,  but  Charley  Timilty  got  possession  of  the  ball  and  ran  it  back  to 
even  up  the  score.  English  had  things  pretty  much  its  own  way  for  the  rest  of  the  game:  the 
final  score  standing  English  33  and  Commerce  6.  Trade  couldn't  even  get  started  as  Carey, 
Hadge,  and  Burke  shifted  into  high  gear,  and  led  the  English  team  to  a  34  to  0  victory. 

The  next  week's  contest,  with  Carey  scoring  two  touchdowns,  and  Hadge  a  third,  still  re- 
sulted in  a  25  to  18  loss  for  English  at  the  hands  of  Dorchester.  In  a  neck-in-neck  thriller,  in 
which  Carey  hurled  one  touchdown  pass  to  Burke,  and  another  to  Kinnaly  after  which 
Hadge  scored,  we  were  beaten  by  a  blocked  kick  which  made  B.  C.  High  the  winner  13  to 
12. 

We  were  shut  out  by  East  Boston  in  the  next  game,  a  game  in  which  it  seemed  as  if  we'd 
never  get  started. 

In  our  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  classic,  Latin  took  advantage  of  an  early  score  and  con- 
tinued to  roll  it  up  throughout  the  game.  Carey's  passing  was  cut  short  by  an  injury  which 
kept  him  out  of  a  greater  part  of  the  game,  and  Ron  Hadge  and  John  Burke  carried  on.

The  English  track  team  opened  the  season  by  participating  in  the  Fargo  Games  at  South 
Boston.  No  team  total  is  kept  in  this  meet,  and  its  only  purpose  was  to  give  the  boys  a  pre- 
season workout.  English  was,  however,  well  represented.  A  week  later,  several  members 
of  the  E.  H.  S.  track  team  entered  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Games,  another  pre-season  meet.  The 
main  purpose  for  entering  runners  in  this  meet  is  to  give  them  experience  and  to  classify 
them  properly  for  the  major  meets  to  follow.  Pete  Francis  in  the  mile,  John  Hurley  in  the  600, 
and  three  relay  teams  were  our  principal  entries. 

Our  first  quad  meet  of  the  year  was  held  cn  January  15,  against  Commerce,  Roxbury 
Memorial,  and  Trade.    The  results  of  this  meet  shewed  on  easy  victory  for  English. 

In  the  B.  A.  A.  Meet  (the  old  Northeastern  Meet),  we  finished  the  lowest  that  English  has 
ever  finished — 22nd  place.  Co-captain  Cullen  Sims  and  Jerry  Goldman  were  the  only  sen- 
iors running,  and  in  race  after  race,  it  was  evident  that  we  were  just  not  making  the  grade,  and 
most  of  the  burden  was  carried  by  sophomores  and  juniors.  In  the  K.  of  C.  Meet  that  even- 
ing, our  Midget  Relay  team  helped  us  to  forget  cur  defeat  of  the  afternoon  by  winning  their 
event. 

In  January  22's  Quad  meet,  the  scores  were  Latin  126,  English  87,  Roxbury  Memorial  83, 
and  Dorchester  20.  Pete  Francis  logged  4:49:2  fcr  the  fastest  mile  until  the  Reggies.  In  the 
following  week's  Novice  Meet,  English  made  a  good  showing,  and  took  some  of  the  salt  out 
of  its  wounds  by  winning. 

Although  the  team  as  a  whole  improved,  and  times  were  better,  English  finished  in  the 
10th  place  in  the  State  Meet — the  lowest  we  have  ever  finished  in  this  meet.  Our  only  points 
were  scored  by  Pete  Francis,  who  tallied  for  3  points  in  the  mile.  Again,  the  Midget  relay 
team  helped  square  the  account  by  winning  in  the  evening  B.  A.  A.  Meet  at  Boston  Garden. 

English  won  the  next  two  Quad  meets:  the  first  with  Southie,  Tech,  and  Hyde  Park;  and 
the  next  against  Tech,  Roxbury  Memorial,  and  B.  C.  High.  The  team  put  on  a  much  better 
performance,  but  it  was  clear  that  not  enough  experienced  men  were  on  the  team.    The  fact

In  the  last  event  of  the  season — the  Reggies — Latin,  led  off  by  a  wide  margin,  gained  on 
the  field  events,  and  it  looked  as  though  we  would  cut  them  down.  But  the  lead  was  too 
great,  and  so  Latin  won  again  with  27  points  picked  up  on  field  events. 

Although  it  missed  many  of  last  year's  stars,  the  team  as  a  whole  did  well.  Pete  Francis, 
John  Miller,  Cullen  Sims,  Seaborn  Scott,  John  Hurley  and  others  scored  rather  consistently  in 
the  running  end  of  the  sport,  and  Bob  Fabiano  seemed  to  hold  up  his  share  of  the  load  in  the 
shot-put.

English  High  now  has  permanent  possession  of  the  Boston  "Record- American"  Trophy  for 
winning  the  City  of  Boston  Championship  three  times. 

Bob  MacGillivary's  deadly  hook  shot,  the  consistently  good  playing  of  Paul  Duddy  and 
Jack  Johnson,  Mel  Stern's  flashy  ball  handling  and  set-shooting,  and  the  hard,  fast  playing 
of  Dick  Corey  and  Charley  Foley  were  all  major  factors  in  winning  the  championship.  And, 
led  by  these  boys,  English  became  the  only  team  from  the  city  of  Boston  to  win  a  game  in  the 
Eastern  Mass.  Basketball  Tourney. 

The  team  started  off  the  season  like  a  ball  of  fire,  and  went  undefeated  until  our  first 
meeting  with  last  year's  champions,  Dorchester  High.  Dorchester,  defending  champions  in 
the  Boston  Conference,  gained  possession  of  first  place  in  the  Intown  League  by  winning  59 
to  58  in  on  overtime  game.  Six  foot-four  center  MacGillivary  scored  41  points,  hitting  for  an 
average  of  61%.  At  our  own  gym,  however,  Dorchester  was  not  so  fortunate,  losing  to  tie 
the  race  for  intown  championship.  The  next  week.  Tech's  surprise  defeat  of  Dorchester  put 
the  English  quintet  out  in  front  again. 

Boston  Latin,  our  traditional  rivals,  did  not  fare  so  well  against  the  Blue  and  Blue.  Latin's 
Francis  was  the  only  B.  L.  S.  player  to  do  much  scoring,  and  even  he  was  held  down.  In  the 
second  game,  the  same  story  was  repeated.  English  piled  up  the  score  and  clinched  the  In- 
town League  Pennant  in  our  second  game  by  beating  the  Purple  64  to  55  on  their  own  court, 
with  Mel  Stern  scoring  20  points. 

In  a  game  with  Trade,  Bob  MacGillivary  scored  27  points  to  break  the  individual  season 
scoring  record  with  274  points,  three  more  than  the  previous  record. 

After  the  regular  season,  English  met  Hyde  Park,  district  schools  champion  in  the  City 
Championship  Playoff  at  Boston  Garden.  Using  the  all-court  press,  and  hitting  consistently, 
the  English  five  handed  Hyde  Park  its  first  defeat  in  15  starts.  Jack  Johnson  and  Bob  Mac- 
Gillivary hit  for  16  each,  Paul  Duddy  and  Leroy  Thomas  for  8  apiece.  Captain  Dick  Carey 
for  6,  Mel  Stern  for  9,  and  Walt  Mortimer  for  2. 

Besides  winning  the  City  Championship  and  the  right  to  play  in  the  Tech  Tourney,  Eng- 
lish had  a  couple  of  individual  champs.  Jack  Johnson  was  voted  the  Most  Valuable  Player 
in  the  Boston  Conference,  and  Bob  MacGilivary  set  a  new  city-wide  scoring  record  with  353 
points  for  the  season. 

THE  TECH  TOURNEY 

In  the  first  round  of  the  Tourney,  on  Tuesday,  March  10,  English  met  Chelsea  High,  run- 
ner-up in  the  Greater  Boston  League.  The  Blue  and  Blue  dominated  the  play,  with  a  17  to  9 
lead  at  the  quarter  and  a  29  to  21  lead  at  half  time.  They  really  came  to  life  in  the  second 
half,  and  as  the  game  went  on,  it  became  more  evident  that  English  was  the  master  of  the 
situation.  Duddy  and  MacGillivary  sccred  21  and  26  points  respectively;  Thomas,  4;  and 
Johnson,  5;  while  Mel  Stem  gave  a  dazzling  exhibition  of  ball-handling  and  dribbling,  and  in- 
cidentally, scored  6  points.    The  final  score:  English  62  —  Chelsea  44. 

The  second  round  saw  English  matched  against  Mission  High  of  Roxbury.  On  a  basket 
scored  90  seconds  after  sudden  death,  overtime  was  called.  Mission  edged  English  out  of  the 
Tourney  by  a  score  of  57  to  56. 

Mission  led  by  a  score  of  21  to  11  at  the  quarter,  but  by  half  time  the  English  five  had 
closed  it  to  29  to  28.  At  the  end  of  three  periods  English  led  by  9  points,  but  Mission  closed  it 
to  53  to  53  at  the  end  of  regulation.  By  the  end  of  the  first  overtime  period  it  was  55  -  55.  In 
the  sudden  death,  English  again  scored  first;  Paul  Duddy  from  the  foul  line,  but  Mission's 
McAdams  dribbled  in  from  the  side  and  popped  in  a  layup. 

Jack  Johnson  and  Bob  MacGillivary  each  got  his  share  of  points  and  rebounds,  and  Mel 
Stem,  the  set  shot  wonder,  scored  18  points.  With  tie  score  and  30  seconds  left  to  play  in 
regulation,  MacGillivary  played  out  the  clock  and  shot.  His  parting  shot  rimmed  the  hoop 
twice  before  falling  out. 

When  it  finally  did  roll  out,  the  crowds  went  wild  as  the  teams  went  into  overtime.  In  the 
first  overtime,  MacGillivary  put  up  two  foul  shots,  but  McAdams  tied  it  up  with  two  more. 
Mission  then  took  possession  and  froze  the  ball  for  just  over  a  minute,  the  gun  sounding  as 
the  final  shot  missed.   And  then  came  Sudden  Death.
